counsel for Mr. Warnock. was contl- baIanceS| the c[ty *as entitled to re' 
nued. 
Witness was questioned about 


the collection of taxes and he admitted 
that in some instances the taxes wore 
not collected because the tax payers 
put Up a "holler." - Witness' attention 
was called to an article in a local pa- 
per dated Feb. 21, 1917. in which it 
stated that figures had been produced 
at the meeting of the municipal coun- 
cil to the effect that for the past 16 
years, the sum of $29,till).67 for inter- 
est owed by the Lowell Trust Co. had 
not been paid. He was asked if after 
reading the article 
he went 
to the 


bank to ascertain as to the truth of 
the statement, and he replied in the 
negative.

Mr. Stiles said 
his 
counsel 
took 


care of his interests, 
but he 
didn't 


know whether his counsel ever took 
up the matter with the bank officials.

way the money was deposited?*'

"Was he familiar with the interest 


paid?"

he ever tell 
you 
anything 


about the deposits of money and the 
interest accruing' therefrom?" 


"Yes. sir; he told me to allow things 


to remain as they were." 


Mr. Stiles said that the Lowell Trust 


Co. paid interest yearly on the daily 
accounts and he stated all moneys re- 
ceived were turned over to the gen-

treasury.

He said as far 


as he knows the Lowell 
Trust Co. 


doesn't owe any interest money to the 
city, 


Mr. Stiles said as far as he knew, 


while he WHS city treasurer, there was 
no one in his office who bad the abil- 
ity to compute interest on daily bal- 
ances. He said after Mr. RourUe took 
office ho still kept an account at the 
Lowell Trust Co. and that the money 
v/dK divided among other banks as 
do^e previously.

Mr. Stiles stated that when he re- 


turned to his office as city treasurer 
he found that a daily slip system had 
been established in the office.

Carthy was re-called and he read an 
order passed by the council' in June, 
1917, 
and February, 191S, in relation 


to the Stiles case.

One of the most 
daring 
daylight 


robberies ever perpetrated in this city 
took place about noon today when a 
stranger entered D. L. Page's restau- 
rant in Merrimack Square and stole a 
bag said to have 
contained 
£100,000 


worth of diamonds from John Karlin- 
er, a travelling salesman 
for 
I'an- 


kauer, Kewitter £ Platt, .diamond Im- 
porters, of 
Z Maiden Lane, New York 


City. 


The matter was immediately report- 


ed to the police and detectives were 
sent to the Middlesex street station, 
the local patrolmen were notified and 
police in every city nearby were also 
apprised of the robbery. 


Karliner was unable to give any de- 


scription of the robber, neither could 
any of the waitresses or the cashier in 
the restaurant; but one of the 
wait- 


resses said she saw a man leaving the 
place with a grip about the time the 
robbery was discovered, but inasmuch 
as the man did not act any way sus- 
picious she only took passing notte* 
of him. 


Mr. Karliner told the police that he 


had 5100,000 worth of diamonds, some 
set and others unset in a tan colored 
bag. He dropped into Page's and while 
eating at one of the tables in the res- 
taurant on the first floor he placed the 
bag on the floor with one of his feet 
against it, so that he could feel it be- 
ing moved if any person should hap- 


pen to attempt to steal it. for dtamon 
drummers have to take 
every 
pre 


caution. 


He said that just before he flnishei 


his meal he looked down towards th 
floor and saw that the bag had dis 
appeared. He immediately reported th 
case to the cashier, but she had no 
noticed any person leave the place wit 
a bag. 
Then he notified the police. 


Mr. Karliner is of ihe opinion tha 


he was robbed by some person wh 
knew that he carried a large numbe 
of valuable stones and that wnen h 
entered the restaurant the man mus 
have occupied a. seat at a table b 
of him and when the opportunity pre 
sented itself the man stole the bag 
and made his escape.

HIST:. CUTWORMS: 


Are you on the lookout for garden 


cutworms? If not, you had better be. 
says today's bulletin from the national 
war garden commission. 


These cutworms prowl around after 


dark and come like, a thief in the night 
to cut off such plants us corn, cabbage, 
tomatoes and other crops. They are an 
inch or more long, half as thick as a 
lead pencil and are nf the color of the 
ground. 
They represent a splendid ex- 


ample of 
camouflage, 
being of 
real 


ground color, and a careless observer 
might not see them. In fact it takes a 
sharp eye to detect them. 
They cut off 


a plant at the surface of ihe ground 
and then burrow under the surface by 
the aide of the ruined plant.

One of the -worst forest and brush 


fires that has occurred in this vicinity 
for years, broke out in the Billerica

night.

•was only after a hard, fight that the 
buildings in that vicinity were saved. 


The fire destroyed the homes and 


household effects of D. E. Major and. 
D. E. Sullivan near the Pinehurst sec- 
tion, while considerable cord wood and 
lumber was also destroyed which laid 
in the path of the fire. 


The fire had got a good start in 


Burlington Sunday before lining dis- 
covered and the efforts of the firemen 
assisted by townspeople to check the 
flames proved fruitless and the fire 
spread rapidly into the town of Lex- 
ngton where the lire department and 
neighbors and volunteer firemen check- 
ed the flames.

In many cases it has 


reduced the total amount of coal con- 
sumed by these companies more than 
20 per cent. 
At the same time tho 
serv^e to the public has been actually 
improved as it has resulted in the ma- 
terially speeding- up the cars, reduced 
delays and in seneral increased the 
efficiency of the service. This has been 
especially so in rush hours and in 
crowded districts. 
City and town officials will be urfjod 
through our local fuel committees to 
co-operate with the street railways in 
putting into effect this measure.

a beautiful Louis XVI drawing room 
where I waited and looked at the furn- 
iture for about 15 minutes.

tion of the army air service was com- 
pleted yesterday by President Wilson 
aa his first act under the new law per- 
mitting him to readjust governments 
for the war.

THE NEW NATIONAL PARTY

•well know that so far the war has 
been fought by the president and not 
by congress, -whose apathy and lack of 
initiative have been notorious through- 
out Mr. Wilson's administration. With 
notable exceptions, the majority of the 
members of. congress 
have 
shown 


themselves utterly incapable of giving 
the president the intelligent support 
and active assistance so vitally neces- 
sary at this critical period. The re- 
sponsibility for this rests upon repub- 
licans and democrats alike." 


This new party has already filed 


senatorial and congressional petitions 
for candidates in Minnesota and 
it 


evidently intends to appeal to the pa- 
triotism of the country wherever it en- 
ters a contest. 


PRESIDENT WILSON'S APPEAL 
President Wilson did a most unusual 


thing and perhaps an indiscreet thing 
in leading the Red Cross parade on 
foot along the public streets. In times 
like these the president should exer- 
cise extreme care 
for his 
personal 


safety. 


The president's speech in 
opening 


the Red Cross campaign was in line 
with all his other utterances on the 
war. He gave an outline of what the 
nation proposed to do to win the war. 
He would not limit the number of sol- 
diers to 5,000,000—but would send as 
many more as may be needed for that 
purpose. In 
the 
president's opinion 


the great glory of this war for Amer- 
ica is that we are lighting for world 
freedom and not for any selfish motive. 
It was hinted that the United States 
would abandon Russia to the enemy. 
To this the president gave 
an 
em- 


phatic denial, saying America would 
stand by Russia just as she is standing 
by France. 


The closing words of the president 


make the most eloquent appeal in be- 
half of the Ked Cross campaign. They 
•were: 


"And 
if you ladies and gentlemen 


cou'.d read some cf the touching de- 
spatches which come through official 
char.n'.:ls. fur even through those chan- 
nels then; come voices of humanity 
that are infinitely pathetic; 
if 
you 


could catch some of those voices that

One of the worst forest and brush 


tires that has occurred in this vicinity 
for years, broke out in the Billerica

control it had burned over an area 
of about 500 acres and destroyed three 
camps and 16 cottages. The estimated 
loss i.s about $20,000. 


The lire started Sunday in a sparse- 


ly settled district in Burlington und 
the flames swept through the wood- 
land into Lexington and from there to 
Eillcrica. The lire fighters had a des- 
perate struggle with the llames in tho 
vicinity of Harnden's corner and it. 
was only after a hard, tight that the 
buildings in that vicinity were saved. 


The fire destroyed 
the homes ;md 


household effects of D. E. Major 
D. E. Sullivan near the Pinehurst sec- 
lion, while considerable cord wood and 
lumber was also destroyed which laid 


the path of the lire. 


The lire had got a good start 


Burlington Sunday before being dis- 
covered and the efforts of tho firemen 
assisted by townspeople to check the 
flames proved fruitless and the lire, 
spread rapidly into the town of Lex- 
ington where the tire department duel 
neighbors and volunteer liremen check- 
ed tho llames. 
Late Sunday night the 


liremen, tired out after their arduous 
work, returned to their homes, leaving 
i\ number of men on guard to give the 
alarm in case the lire rekindled.

out anew and it started to burn in the 
direction of Harnden's corner, wh^re 
a number of houses are located.
